Philippa Knapp from Dundonald wrote to tell 
us what she saw over Dundonald on the same 
night. 

She says: “Mv husband, son, friend and 1 all 
witnessed the' strange sighting over Dun¬ 
donald. 

"My husband referred to them as lights but 
my son and myself thought they were more like 


a cloud type substance of a purple shade, small 
circles rotating forming a larger circle. 

“We watched it come towards us over the 
rooftops in Castleview from the south west 
direction. As It got close to us it changed shape, 
swirled to its nghi then left and then dis¬ 
appeared. but two or three minutes later, 
exactly the same format took place. 

“We observed ii for over an hour from about 
11.35. 

The suggested visit of extraterrestrials is still 
very much in people's minds in Dundonald and 
the Gegenschein phenomena has been rejected 
out of hand. 

More house lights have been reported not 
working and one domestic appliance working 
prior to the vision no longer functions. 

Debbie McNally, using her sister’s camera 
photographed the ‘thing’. 

The film has been printed and every picture 
on sister Tracy's film is fine but the frame 
showing the mystery light is blank. 

Well, is Ayrshire the latest UFO hot spot? 

We are still looking for more reports of 
strange sightings over the skies of the 
Kilmarnock area.

Agent Sims claims he

Most could recall hav¬ 
ing had a UFO-type ex¬ 
perience, ranging from

sightings to abductions 
earlier in their lives. 

Mr Sims, who wdl re¬ 
veal his findings at the 
annual conference of Ihe 
British Research Associa¬ 
tion in August, said; "I 
will be showing some of 
these implants. They have 
been removed from vari¬ 
ous parts of the bodies of 
these people. 

Our investigation so 
far shows that the im¬ 
plants may be connect^ 
to nerves able to modify 
behaviour in some way. " 
They were discovered 


by baffled doctors during 
routine medical examina¬ 
tions- 'Ifs quite r-^mark- 
abte." Mr Sims said. 

•'They were encased in 
a substance that is almost 
impossible lo remove 
wilh a blade, were nee¬ 
dle-like and about half 
an inch long.

Mr Sims, wno has 
probed alien abductions 
for 27 years, added; "We 
know something unusual 
is going on.'

Sharon Coull, of 
Dubbieside. Methii. who 
collates details of uniden¬ 
tified flying objects, says 
she's been told of a cou¬ 
ple of incidents in the last 
fortnight alone. 

lo fact, so manv UFOs 
have been brought to her 
attention since she started 
gathering information four 
years ago. that she now 
believes Levenmouth is 
busier than Scotland reputed 
lop hot-spot at Sonnybridge, 
near Falkirk. 

Sharon said; "I've heard 
ol hundreds throughout the 
country and between 15 to 
20 in Levenmouth.

The latest sightings 
reported to Sharon were in 
Kennoway on June 6 and off 


the Methii coast two nights 
later. 

She said: "The first one 
was some kind of white light 
in the sky and was seen by 
people on a bus going 
through Kennoway. The dri¬ 
ver apparently slowed down 
to let everyone get a look. 

"I heard about the other 
incident from a woman in 
Elm Road who said she end 
a couple of neighbours had 
watched an object with a 
trail of bright coloured lights. 

"People in a nearby fac¬ 
tory were watching too and 
it was visible for several 
hours." 

The UFO spotters, added 
Sharon, were adamant the 
obiects were not aircraft — a 
view backed by RAF

Flight Lieutenant Jack 
Taylor saidt "Our air traffic 
control have confirmed noth¬ 
ing was flying in the area 
over that weekend. 

"We've had no reports of 
anything unusual and I'm 
unable to offer any explana¬ 
tion of these apparent sight¬ 
ings."

Like most myths, the flying saucer had its 
genesis in real events. I'lfiy years ago a 
rancher lound strange, shinv debris on the 
sand near Roswell. 'Hie army air forces 
issued a news release about the landing of a 
"fiving disk", hut next day dunged their 
story lo ;i downed weather balliMin. Local 
residenis declare iliai ihe\ watched sukliers 
pul hairless aliens iniu body bags. And the 
modern myth took ulf. A recent liallup poll 
foiiml iltai 42 per cent of American college 


graduates believe that flying saucers have 
visited Ihe Earth. More than 70 per cent of 
Americans believe their Government knows 
moreabmit UFOs than it lets on. Thousands 
of Americans have reported being abducted 
bv aliens. 

The myth of UFOs sprang from the dawn 
of me atomic age and f^ on fears of the Cold 
War and anxieties about new doomsday 
science and technologies. A nation of 
immigrants has an atavistic belief in the 
possibilities of immigration. And the last 
frontier tut a land of new frontiersmen lies 
upwards. Space is not remote at all. As Nasa 
has shown, it is only an hour's drive away if 
.1 car could go straight upwards. Millennial 
-inxieiv and the public's healthy su-spicion of 
oificial Washington iiiracied ciinspiracv 
.ind cover-up theorists with paranoid fanta¬ 
sies. Aliove all. ufology is a religious myth 
satisfying the age-old yearning that man is 
not alone in the Universe. 

UFOs can be interpreted as a conflict 
between science and pseudo-science- It is 
alarming that sn many millions "know” 
more about aliens than they do about 
tli-rmodynamics. The tourist authorities of 
New Mexico are irxie and profiteering 
Iwlievers. Yesterday the US Air Force 
reported that the first flying saucer was a 
weather balloon and that the hairless aliens 
vsere dummies used to test parachutes. It 
can think again. Mure than an official report 
will be needed to ground the flying myths 
from outer space. 


Lighting up 
the skies 

L’FO sightings are set 
lo soar this summer 
and autumn as ihe RAC 
buzzes the air with its 
own lightship - a 130fl 
long airship as Call as a 
four-storey building.

‘Aliens’ were parachute test dummies says US 


The US Air Force vesterday of¬ 
fered what it hopes is the final word 
on claims by UFO bufTs that alien 
bodies were recovered at a crash site 
in New Mexico in 1947: The ‘‘bod¬ 
ies” were not aliens but dummies 
used in parachute tests. 

The explanation — on the eve of 
the 50th anniversary of the incident 
— is in enormous detail in a 231- 
page repon. It is meant to close the 
book on longstanding rumours that 
the Air Force recovered a flying sau- 
rer and exira-terrestnal bodies near 
■’.osweil. New Mexico, in July 1947. 
ana then covered it up. 

The title of the report tells it all; 
The Roswell Report, Case Closed. 
The Air Force in 1994 issued a re¬ 
port on the Roswell incident that 
said the “spacecraft” that suppos¬ 
edly crashed in the New Mexico 
desert was an Air Force balloon 
used in a top-secret program. Pro¬ 
ject Mogul, intended to monitor the 
atmosphere for evidence of Soviet 
nuclear tests. 

The Air Force called that report its 
final response to the Roswell ru¬ 
mours. But later the Air Force came 
upon evidence it believed would ex¬ 
plain the additional rumours that 
space aliens were recovered Ut the

crash site and were covered up. 't'es- 
lerday’s report was pul together to 
provide what Air Force Secretary 
Ms Sheila Widnail called a “com¬ 
plete and open explanation.” 

The possibility of a government 
conspiracy to cover up an actual 
UFO sighting was ridiculed yester¬ 
day by retired Air Force Col Rich¬ 
ard Weaver, who wrote the 1994 re¬ 
port. 

“I don't think the government is 
capable of putting together a decent 
conspiracy.” he said. 


Asked if he thought the new report 
wiU put the matter to rest, he said. 
“No. 1 doubt it. This has become a 
rcligioM to many people.” 

Although the Air Force’s explana¬ 
tion of a mix-up of parachute dum¬ 
mies for space aliens seems reason¬ 
able. there is one aspect that 
troubles some UFO researchers; The 
tests with the dummies came a de¬ 
cade after the Roswell incident. 

Did those who claimed to have 
seen the "aliens" mix up their dates 
that badly? 

"1 think this is a real stretch." said 
Mr Karl Pflock, a UFO researcher 
in New Mexico who said he does 
not believe the Roswell incident in¬ 
volved alien spacecraft. 

The-life-size dummies were used in 
high-alcitude parachute drops from 
1954 to 1959 to devise a way to re¬ 
turn a pilot or astronaut to earth by 
parachute if forced to escape at ex¬ 
tremely high altitudes. 

The dummies were transported to 
altitudes up to 98,000 ft by balloons 
and then released. Balloons dropped 
67 dummies throughout New Mex¬ 
ico in the 1954-59 period. The ma¬ 
jority landed in eastern New Mex¬ 
ico, near Roswell, according to the 
Air Force.
